ever remember, they repreſent the 
whole people, for whom they an- 
ſwer; for which purpoſe, their 
minds ſhould be employed in medi- 
tation and prayer, which I would 
adviſe them to have prepared them- 
ſclves with before-hand, that hs

one following the other. 
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the offering may be made more 
welcome in the fight of God, b 
the purity of intention in the of- 
ferers. 

From the lowermoſt ſtep let them

touch the ground ; but when it is 
expoſed, the reverence muſt he 
made kneeling on both knees, or 
the party is guiltv of very great 
diſreſpect. This inſtruction, it is 
hoped, will prevent thoſe inde- 
cencies which have been too fre.

THREE perſons, who are united 

in our Lord by the bands of 
mutual charity, are voluntarily to 
engage themſelves, 2 without 
any obligation of conſcience, to 


| praftiſe an exerciſe of religion, 
which 
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which conſiſts in adoring the Three 
Divine Perſons three times a day, 
viz. in the morning, at noon, and 
at night, reciting each time ſeven 
Gloria Patri's, &c. or Glory be to the 
Father, &c. and one Ave, or Hail 
Mary, &c. to adore the incarnation 
of the eternal Word, and honour 
the. moſt holy Virgin Mother of 
God. Theſe prayers may be ſaid 
in common, or ſeparate, according 
to the inclination or convenience 
of the perſons aſſociated: and to 
the end that theſe unions may be 
perpetuated, it is neceſſary that the 
perſons ſhould be acquainted with 
each other, that in caſe of failure, 
either by death or otherwiſe, they 
may repair the loſs, by ſubſtituting 
another to fill the place ; ſo that b 

this method the pious ſociety may 


be perpetuated to the end of time.

ITH the defire of extending 

the praiſes of God to all 
nations and all peoples; to en- 
grave profoundly in the hearts of

Hail Mary, &c. Moreover his Ho- 
lineſs is graciouſly pleaſed to grant 
a Plenary Indulgence, which the 
Aſſociates may gain twice every 
month, on any two Sundays they 
chuſe, who ſhall adopt the cuſtom 
of ſaying daily the above-mention- 
ed ary and after having con- 
feſſed and communicated, ſhall pray 

or 
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for ſome little ſpace of time for his 
Holineſs's intention; and in caſe 
one of the number of the three aſſo. 
ciated ſhould ceaſe, cither by death 
or otherwiſe, the two remaining 
muſt be careful to replace them, by 
chuſing another as Geedily as poſ- 
ſible, ſo that the number of three 
may always be complete, His Ho. 
lineſs moſt preſſingly exhorts in our 
Lord, all the Faithful not to ne- 

let the great advantages which 
they may reap by this holy and 
ſalutary exerciſe of piety towards 
God; for whoever raiſes it with 
conſtancy and fidelity, may firmly 
hope to obtain, by a particular 
protection of the bleſſed Virgin, 
Mother of God, the ſuccours ot di- 
vine grace, which will raiſe them 
to the love of heavenly things, and 
help them to lead conſtantly a truly 
chriſtian life, walking on from vir- 


tue to virtue, which will aſſure to 


them 
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them the enjoyment of eternal hap. 
pineſs. 

In fine, his Holineſs wills, that 
this Grant be perpetual, without 
any other Brief, notwithſtanding 
any thing to the contrary now in 

force.
